>f<W,the odor. This material can not be 
removed by gargling or by using mouth 
washes,-but oaly by being pressed ou't' 
•of ihe follicles or crypts, a perform- 
ance which requires -medical -treat- 


sEvan though the material is removed 


*epe«tedry, it has-a tendency'to return 
4afca.egam fill the -follicles. It has be- 
cotoe»Tecognized, 'therefore, that Occa- 
sfcnal treittment of chronic tonsillitis 
j Is only a palliative, and that the dan- 


gers of the condition are so great that 
palliation is not to be recommended. 


Chronic tonsillitis is seldom fatal in 


itself, but the possibility of infected 
ears, infected joints, or heart disease 
associated with chronic tonsillitis 
sufficiently likely to make treatment 
seem desirable. 


Tonsils sometimes become so large 


as :to interfere with swallowing and 
breathing. In the majority of cases 
in which there is no enlargement, re- 
peated infections make removal nec- 
essary. 


This relationship of infected tonsils 


to disease elsewhere in the body is no 
longer a matter of theory. Investiga-

Stuck them in a glass 
vase; and about February .1 hope to 
have some real blooms, paler in color 
than (he sun-warmed blossoms of May, 
but fragrant and beautiful. The leaves 
will be very small. 


Take a sweet potato. Or a carrot. 


Plant like any other bulb in a flower 
pot and keep wet. The foliage will 
come .up before long and give you a 
'treat. These can be started in water 
nlonij, in a glass jar. 


Then, if a friend will give you a 


geranium shoot or two, off a big plant, 
put the end in wet sand. Keep it there 
for a few weeks until it has had a 
chance to sprout and then carefully 
transplant rt in good earth. And by 
the way, try to get good earth for any 
mdoor planting. Perhaps the addition 


It is astonishing how many things 


are ready to prut out shoots for us if 
given a chance in the winter. After 
all, many green houses, in fact all of 
them, are constantly growing fragile 
flowers out of season. This takes 
science and nothing is left to chance, 
but the veriest novice can learn from 
experience. 


However, it is best to begin on things 


that you are sure of. Perhaps you 
will get no blossoms, but isn't a sprig 
of ferny green, grown by our own 
hands, enough reward for the little 
work it takes? And in midwinter one 


A greater thrill than watching 
for the first crocus or snow drop in 
spring. 


Protect Plants From Frost 


On very cold nights, plants should

difficult for observers to look to con- 
gress to volunteer any real cutting of 
government costs. The trouble lies 
in this: One-third of the senators and 
all house members arc up for re-elec- 
tion in less than two years. Their ex- 
perience is that cutting costs in Wash- 
ington also cuts votes back home. 


Yet if costs are not cut, the govern- 


ment will need courage to retain or in- 
crease present tax levels to retire the 
depression debt. Time-seasoned Sen- 
ator King of Utah does not conceal his 
pessimism at the prospect. He doubts 
that either the administration or con- 
gress will really cut costs. 


Pessimism isn't universal in Wash- 


ington, but bock of a good many of- 
ficial smiles is concern over whether 
the courage will be available when it is 
needed.
